Court Announces !ts Decis- 
ion in the Anarchist Case.

well, and boil for a few momenta. Spread 
on the canvas while warm; when dry rub 
with purr.icc'stonc until smooth^ .washing 
off tho dust, ihen paint with white lead and 
turpentine; la:, it dry wall ia toe sun."

'Knowledge of tl-.e various qualities and 
growths is necessary, in order to fib one for 
cutting them. It is essential, i:i order to ob- 
tain a good solid cork, lo lake care that 1'j 
axis, as It is cut from llio bark, be parallel. 
with the axis of the tree on which tlio baric 
grew; hut the broad, ilai. corks have to bo 
cut perpendicular io the axis of Ihe troo. 
Only the fines: corks are now made by hand. 
A good workman can turn out, in tho 
method dcacribed, about ono thousand corks 
a day. 


Accoiiuixo to a German paper, irou may- 


be freed from iug'jiuied rust in this man- 
ner: Immerse llio article in a nearly satu- 
rated soluiion of chloride o[ tin, even il 
much eaten into. T:io duration, of tlio im- 
mersion will depend upon the thicker or 
thinner Him of rasi; in most cases, howev- 
er, twelve to twenty-four hours will suffice. 
Tho solution of chloride ol tin must not 
contain too great an excess of acid, oihcr- 
•wiso it will attaelc Lho iron itself, After tho 
articles have been removed from tno hath 
they should Erse ho washed in water and 
then with ammonia, and bo dried as quickly 
as possible.
